—A young lady who worked with 
the late Byron C. Hattman today 
supported the state's contention 
that Mrs. Sydney Rutledge, 23, re- 
mained on apparent good terms 
with Hattman after the date Mrs. 
Rutledge alleges she was seduced 
by him. 


The witness, was Juanita Lewis, 


an engineering draftsman in the 
section of the Emerson plant at 
St. Louis where both Mrs. Rut- 
ledge and Hattman worked. 


Miss Lewis took the stand as 


the murder trial of Dr. Robert C. 
Rutledge, Jr., 28, on a charge of 
slaying Hattman, 29, reached the 
mid-way point in its fourth week. 
Mrs. Rutledge was not in the 
courtroom today. 
' Miss Lewis testified she saw 
the defendant's wife at Hattman's 
drawing board "two or three times 
a day from July 24 to August 6" 
last year. 


Mrs. Rutledge had testified she 


avoided Hattman after last July 
XI when she claims he plied her 
with liquor and was intimate with 
her against her will. 


Bought Funeral Flowers 


County Attorney William Criss- 


man asked Miss Lewis when .she 
last saw Mrs. Rutledge at work at 
the Emerson plant. 


"It was on the day when she 


donated 50 cents for flowers for 
Barney's funeral," Miss Lewis 
answered.

the date of Dee. 16. Hattman 
was fatally stabbed two days 
previous to this date. 


Terms Wife Pursuer

tinued, he returned from vacation 
and noted that Hattman and Mrs

Shanghai, May 25—(AP)—Communists marched into 


Shanghai today, and a roaring battle far worse than the 
siege developed. 
Retreating Nationalists, trying to fight their way back 


to Woosung and escape, were blowing up everything they- 
could. At 9 p. m. the whole horizon to the north seemed to 
axplode. 


Apparently the government 


soldiers, pulling back before 
blew up the 
fuel dumps, 


bombs and ammunition instal- 
lations at Kiangwan airfield. 


All the while 
cannoning 


shook the city as the Reds 
smashed with everything 
available at Woosung 
fort- 


ress. The Communists were 
determined to make the Na- 
tionalist escape corridor a 
bloody avenue if they can not 
close it. 


The 
Reds, 
overrunning 
the 


world's most populous country, 
gave Communism its largest city 
by occupying almost all of Shang- 
hai. 


Stubborn Nationalist rear guards 


held fast at bridges across Soo- 
chow creek. Red moortars smash- 
ed up the main city postoff ice near 
the Szechuan road bridge.. 


Towering Broadway" mansions, 


and apartment buildings -where 
several Americans and British are 
trapped behind the Nationalist 
lines, were shaken up. 


Even in the old international 


settlement in the downtown area 
small arms fire crackled as the 
Reds hunted down small groups 
of Nationalists still holed up in 
buildings. > 


Obviously the rear guard was 


buying time in last stand fights. 
They want the bulk of their com- 
rades to deploy on the outer edge 
of the city for another fight or 
reach ships waiting in the Yangtze 
to take them south. 


Straight for the billion dollar 


Bund built along the Whangpoo 
banks they headed. There they 
ran into trouble. The bridges were 
blocked by machine guns. Snipers 
opened up from buildings.

Disease Threatens 


Kansas Wheat Crop 


Washington, May 25—(AP)— 


A plant disease threatened the 
winter wheat crop in some parts 
of western Kansas, the agricul- 
ture department said today. 


It is described as wheat mosiac, 


a soil-borne virus. No official esti- 
mate of the damage was givan, but 
it appears to be less serious, the 
department said, than has been re- 
ported unofficially. 


Once the desease has hit, there 


is no known control for it, the de- 
partment said. There have been 
periodic outbreaks of the disease 
since it' was first noted in Neb- 
raska in 1922. 


The department said spread of 


the disease between now and har- 
vest time will be insignificant.

Sigmund W. David, a Chicago
